They Should Vote for Ratificatiun of 
the Treaty and Not Play the Role 
of Obstructionists—Delay 
Works Injury to the 
Party.

Washington, February 2.—(Special.) 


“The senate should promptly ratify the | 


treaty of peace. There seems to me no 

possible justification for any other 
course, and while I have the greatest 
respect for those who may differ with 
me, I am deeply impressed with the 
belief that those democratic senators 
who are seeking to put the party ina 
position in opposition to treaty ratifi- 
cation are making a grave political 
mistake.” 


This, in a few words, is the position of 
Congressman Livingston, with regard to 
the question which just*now seems to be 
uppermost in the minds of the American 
people. He gave his opinion in response to 
- my request, and in the course of the talk 
which followed he went more fully into de- 
, tails. . 

“As*T said,”” he went on to say, “I do 
not care to be construed as criticising any- 
body. Youd know there is a sort of unwrit- 
ten law which keeps us from criticising our 
brethren at the senate end of the capitol, 
who are stpposed to be «o ~ ich greater 
and wiser than the more direct represen- 
tatives of the people, just as there is the 
written rule which prevents our discussing 
on the flbor of the house what is done in 


© not criticise, I do differ very widely 
from such of those gentlemen as are op- 
pesing the ratification of the peace treaty 
and chose who, whatever their views, are 
trying to make a political question out of 
this territorial problem. There are a few 
democratic senators who seem bent on 
shoving this territorial question to the front 
and making it a test of party fealty, throw- 
ing aside everything else, and then there 
are some Others who, I am sorry to say, 
are allowing themselves to Le led into error 
by these unwise leaders. They are con- 
tributing to delay in the ratification of the 
treaty when the only possible effect of 
such delay is injury to the people of the 
Philippines, injury to this country and in- 
jury to the democratic party.” 

Drawing Fine Distinctions. 

T asked the colonel! to elaborate this last 
phase of his statement and he did. 

“The men who, like Senator Hoar, Sena- 
tor Mason and a few others, affect to see 
In the ratification of the peace treaty a 
declaration that this government intends 
to enter upon a colonial or an imperialistic 
policy are drawing exceedingly fine distinc- 
tions with which, I am sure, the great ma- 
jority of the people do not sympathize. The 
people are very much inclined to take a 
common sehse, practical view of every sit- 
vation as it presents Itself and they can 
see in the ratification of the peace treaty 
nothing like entering upon any one policy 
Or any other with regard to the disposi- 
tion of the Philippine islands. It is a plain 
common sense proposition. Here {fs the 
treaty. To ratify it brings permanent peace. 
We may not agree tn all respects as to its 
terms—some of us, for instance, might pre- 
fer that we keep that $20.000.000, and others 
that we leave the inhabitants of those is- 
lands to work out their own salvation. 
whether it brought anarchy or general Eu- 
ropean war, or what not: but our peace 
commissionétrs have made what seemed to 
them the best possible treaty, and it is the 
province of the senate, as a part of the 
treaty-making power, to complete the 
work. 

“We are not called upon, tn right or jus- 
tice to ourselves or Spain or anybody else, 
to say in that treaty what we propose to 
do with regard to the future government of 
those islands. There ts tn fact nothing be- 
fore us which in honesty involves that 
question. Some men have injected that 
question into the discussion and have done 
their best to throw dust into the eyes of 
the people, hoping to make them believe 
that. the fatification of the treaty would 
commit this government to some distinctive 
policy; but it is pretty hard to foot the 
people. They see that the two things are in 
no sense connected and they indorse the 
very sensible views of such men as Mr. 
Bryan, Senator Clay and others, who main- 
tain that the first step to be taken is to 
ratify the treaty, and that there will be 
plenty of time and opportunity later to set- 


} will result-from. delay almost as thorough-

suggestion. In this particular case Mr. 
Bryan did have the temerity to advise what 
seemed to him to be the sensible course. for 
members of the party to pursue. This 
seems to have been enough to start certain 
men on a different tack and once started 
they have kept on going. 


The Effects of This Policy. 

“But we are not so much interested in 
the cause of this position as we are in the 
effect. It would of course be a national 
calamity if we had to say to the world 
that the work of our peace commissioners 
had been for naught simply because there 
were in the senate one or two men more 
than a third of the membership who re- 
fused to vote for ratification because they 
could not force a vote on some other ques- 
tion which had in reality nothing what- 
ever to do with the peace treaty. That 
would be the practical meaning of failure 
on the part of the senate to ratify the 
treaty. In the meantime and until further 
negotiations could be proceeded with the 
uncertainty which ‘has brought about such 
critical state of affairs in the Philippines 
would continue the natives misunderstand- 


'ing. or misconstruing the uncertainty at 


Washington would undoubtedly precipitate 
a war with our forces that would involve 
not only the loss of a great many lives, 


| but the expenditure of millions of dollars; 


and those European nations Which are jeal- 
ous of our ownership or control of the is- 
lands would find ample opportunity of 
fomenting trouble which might lead us into 
a war with Germany or some other of the 
nations of Europe. But even if it only re- 
sulted in a delay of ratification for two 
months, that delay might give ample op- 
portunity for pjunging this government into 
all sorts of serious complications, 


The Dangers of Delay. 

“It seems to me it ought to be perfectly 
plain to anybody net swayed by personal 
jealousy or blinded by the clouds of dust 
raised by some of the opponents of ratifi- 
cation apparently for their own gratifica- 
tion that the only thing to be done is to 
promptly ratify the treaty. The dangers 
which a contrary policy would bring to the 
country must be apparent. These dangers 


treaty. 
“But there are other dangers—dangers to ; 

the democratic pafty—which political iead- 

ers ought certainig to consider. The mere 


political life is no excuse for his taking a 
step or advocating a policy calculated to 
injure the party which has honored him. 
I am not charging that any member of the 
senate is influenced by the fact of his early 
retirement to private life, but I have heard 
it suggested that the activity of some of 
them and their apparent reluctance to 
see the dangerous position in which they 
are putting the party can be traced to 
apathy in party fealty. 

“In their endeavor to make it appear that 
the democratic party should oppose ratifi- 
cation, these men are doing a distinct in- 
justice to the great majority of the mem- 
bers of that party who themselves favor 
ratification, and they are fixing it so the 
republicans can go before the country as 
the only people able to take a practical, 
common sense view of the problems of leg- 
islation. These people cannot defeat ratifi- 
cation; they can only delay it until the 
new senate is called together. That sen- 
ate will be distinctly republican in its make- 
up, and if ratification should fall'in this 
senate—going over to the next—the republi- 
cans will get all the credit and the demo- 
cratic senators will again have placed the 
party in a position of being purely an ob- 
struction party. We have too much of that 
to contend with as it is. 


Resolutions Needless. 

“Several of the senators who are now 
put down as opposed to ratification are 
quoted as saying that if they are given an 
opportunity to vote in favor of the passage 
of some resolution declaring what the pol- 
icy of this government shall or shall not be, 
they will be content ana will then vote for 
ratification. Now while it might be just 
as well to go on record in regard to these 
things now as at any other time. the @is- 
tinction they make is entirely ‘too fine- 
‘haired for me to undérstand. So far as 
their position before their constituents is 
concerned, they are all right now because 
they have made that clear in their speech- 
es. To be allawed to vote for a resolution 
at this time can have no practical effect 
for even if passed, it could not get over 
to the house and be acteg upon before the 
date set for the treaty. ft would therefore 
amount to nothing more than an expression 
of the opinion of the men who voted for it. 
They have already expresseq their opinions 
and have got those opinions before the peo- 
pie and the country; to refuse to vote for 
ratification simply because they are not 
given the opportunity to vote on’ some one 
of several resolutions which have been in- 
troduced is drawing a distinction which 
strikes me as something like an evasion or 
a quibble. 

“I cannot believe that enough senators 
will be found to prevent the ratification 
of the treaty. ' Certainly every political 
consideration that I can see ought to in- 
fluence the democrats to take the sensible 
position advocated by Mr. Bryan. AWhatever

REPUBLICAN MEMBERS OF HOUSE 
HOLD A CAUCUS.

Committee Will Be Appointed To Con- 
sider Laws Touching Cur- 
1 rency.

Washington, Febriary 2.—The republican 
members of the house of representatives 
met in caucus at 8 o’clock tonight to de- 
termine upon a course of action in regard 
to forming financial legislation. The meet- 
ing was well attended, most of the prom- 
Iinent figures on the republican side of 
the chamber being present. 

The following resolution served as a text 
for all the discussion of the evening: 

“Resolved, That a committee of eleven 
members of the présent hduse of represen- 
tatives, who are members of the fifty-sixth 
congress, shall be appointed by the chair- 
man of this caucus for the purpose of con- 
sidering monetary legislation, and submit- 
ting their recommendations to a republican 
caucus at the first session of the fifty-sixth 
congress with authority to confer with a 
like committee from the senate.” 

The discussion on this resolution proceed- 
ed with much animation for more than an 
hour. There was little difference of opinion 
on the main point, that it would be futile 
to attempt financial Jegislation at this 
late day in the present session. General 
adherence was given to the plan of a cau- 
cus committee representing all sections and 
interests. This, it was pointed out, would 
be no reflection on the regular house com- 
mittee, which deals wtih ‘banking and. 
currency and with coinage ,as such commit- 
tees end with the session, while the caucus 
committee, belng made up of re-elected 
members, could pursue its labors without 
reference to the close of the session. More- 
over, it was shown that the subject would 
be relieved from such embarrassments as 
arise between the several house commit- 
tees. having cognizance of different branch- 
es of the financial question. 

When the vote was taken it was little 
short of unanimous, viz! Yeas 82: nays 4. 
The names of the members of the new 
finance committee will not be announced 
at present, as some time will be required to 
learn the wishes of members concerning the 
hard work likely to be involved in this ser- 
vice, and also to make up a strong organiza- 
tion ,thoroughly representative in charac- 
ter.

| TWO. REPORTS ARE EXPECTED. 


INQUIRY INTO STATUS OF MEM- 
BERS WHO HELD OUTSIDE JOBS. 


General Wheeler’s Position Has Not 
Yet Been Determined by the 
Committee. 


Washington, February 2.—The inquiry into 
the status of the members of the house 
who held outside offices, continued before 
the judiciary committee for three hours to- 
day without any conclusion being reached. 

The entire time today was devoted to 
discussing the status of those members of 
the house serving on the Hawaiian and 
industrial commissions. No decision. was 
reached on these, nor was there a determi- 
nation of the status of General Wheeler 
and other members holding army commis- 
sions. The discussion was at times very 
animated ,and wide differences of opinioin 
were developed as to who should be brought 
under the term “‘officer.’’ 

The differences thus far developed have 
led to the suggestion that a unanimous 
agreement will not be reached, but that 
two reports may be presented, and the sub- 
ject thus referred for final determination 
to the house of representatives. 


WIPING IT OFF OF RECORD. 


LAST RELIC OF DISCRIMINATION 
AGAINST EX-CONFEDERATES. 


When This Bill Becomes Law They 
Can Serve on All United States 
Courts Juries. 


Washington, February 2.—Representative 
Gaines, of Tennessee, today introduced a 
bill to repeal the law which prevents an 
ex-confederate soldier from sitting on a 
federal grand or petit jury. 

This is the last relic of the laws discrim- 
inating against ex-confederates. 

It slipped into the revision of the law of 
1862, although it had been repealed, and 
works now considerable hardship in the 


south.

RESCUE WORK WAS WELL DONE 


Colorado Towns Are Cut Off from 
Supplies and Great Suffering Is 
Being Endured Throughout 
the State as a Re- 
sult.

Denver, Col, February 2.—Information 
has been receivéd here by Superintendent 
Ridgeway, of the Denver and Rio Grande 
road, that a snowslide on its line, nine 
miles east of Glenwood Springs, today, 
came down on top of @ work train, wreck- 
ing the engine and cars and killing five 
ef the wrecking crew and injuring a nuni- 
ger of others.

At 10:30 o’clock this afternoon the gigantic 
avalanche shot Gown the mountainside 
in the canyon of the Grand river, on the 
western slope of Colorado, and carried the 
entire train crew and working gang, thir- 
ty-eight men in all, inte’ the bottom of the 
abyss, : 

Special trains were sent to the spot as 
soon as intglligence ‘reached the head- 
quarters of: the Denyer and Rio Grande 
road. | 

In ther meantime more than a hundred 
men were using every possible attempt 
to rescue.their fellow beings who were 
imprisoned in the snow. 

The slide was about 300 feet in width, 
thousands of tons of ice and snow blocked 
the railway and made ft impossible for 


shoveled through the obstruction. 

Telegrams were at first delayed on ac- 
count of the carrying away of the wires 
when the slide came down. One of the 
rescue trains had a telegrapher and an 
emergency instrument aboard, and he soon 
established communication with the outside 
world. 

It: was the {mpression at headquarters of 
the railway in this city that the slide is 
one of the most destructive that has been 
known for many years in the Rocky 
mountains. 

The engine, caboose and flanges were car- 
ried down the slide, and all the shovelers 
who were scattered along the track were 

swept before the mighty weight. Trees, 
rocks and large blocks of ice added to the 
weight of the avalanche. Cliffs rise at the 
side of the railway track 100 or 200 feet, 
while the side of the mountain at the point 
where the accident occurred rises 2,000 feet 
almost perpendicularly. 

At 2 o’clock this evening Superintendent 
Sample received partial repérts, which 
stated that five men were dead and a 
number seriously injured. There has been 
no roll call to check up the crew as the 
men are all scattered. 

The Rio Grande road is in worse shape 
now than before. Snow is piled on the 
track at some places twenty feet’ high. It 
will take hours to open the blockade. 

For a time it was feared the entire crew 
of thirty-two men were lost, but all have 

.been accounted for. 

The snéwstorm that has raged with brief 
intermissions for more than a week in 
Colorado, was renewed today with energy 
unabated. The snowfall during the later 
hours of the night and nearly all day was 
very heavy, while strong winds piled it up 
and filled railroad cuts almost completely, 
blocking railroad traffic in the mountain 
district. 

Snowslides have occurred at several 
points, one eighteen miles west of Lead- 
ville, on Mount E)jbert, carrying down a 
miner’s cabin and burying William Man- 
ning, aged sixty years. Many mountain 
towns are cut off from the world, the only 
means of communication being on snow- 
shces. Food and fuel supplies are becom- 
ing alarmingly short in many places,

AT THE POINT OF A PISTOL. 


GEORGIA LADY ROBBED OF DIA- 
MONDS IN NEW YORE. 


Awoke and Found Masked Robber 
Bending Over Her—‘If You Speak 
I'll Kill You. 


New York, February 2.—(Special.)—Dur- 
ing Christmas week there came to the big 
boarding house, Nos. 16, 18 and 2 East 
Forty-seventh street, just around the cor- 
ner from the Windsor hotel, a handsome 
woman of middle age, Mrs. William Craw- 
ford. She explained tothe landlady, Mrs. 
Martin, that she did not care to go to one 
of the big hotels for fear her jewels might 
be stolen. So a fine, big room was assigned 
to Mrs. Crawford, and she was introduced 
to some of the other boarders as a woman 
of wealth from the south. Mrs. Craw- 


boarders. The house had a fashionable cli- 
entele. , 

Imagine, then. the household’s consterna- 
tion when, several nights ago, scream af- 
ter scream echoed from the velvet carpeted 
halls—they came from the room adjoin- 
ing Mrs. Crawford’s. There she was, in 
hysterics, while the women who occupied 
the room were trying to quiet her. 

“I’ve been robbed; my diamonds are 
gone!’’ she screamed. 

It was 5 o’clock in the morning. The win- 
dow leading to the fire escape back of the 
room was open, and Mrs. Crawford’s door 
was locked on the outside. When she 
quieted, Mrs. Crawford told her story: 

“I was sound asleep,”” she said, ‘‘when 
I was awakened by some one breathing in 
my face. I looked up. There was a man 
bending over me, with something wrapped 
over his face. In his hand was a pistol. 
He held it against my head. 

“ ‘Te you speak, I’ll kill you,’ he whis- 
pered. So I:was forced to lie there while 
he ransacked my bureau. He took every- 
Thing valuable I had, including my jewels 
and watch. and then came up to my bed- 
side again. ‘If you make a move-for half 
an hour,’ he said, ‘I'll come back and blow 
your brains out.’ Then he went out and 
locked my door on the outside. 

“I could only stand it for fifteen min- 
utes, then I screamed out to my friends in 
the next room. They awoke and hurried 
in. My door was locked, and the only 
way I ‘could get out was by going through 
the next room.” . 

In the morning the wealthy boarders, 
many of whom had much jewelry in their 
rooms, were in a hubbub. The _ thief, it 
was plain to see, had crept up the fire es- 
cape and made off down the front stairs, 
letting himself out the front door. 

The police were notified, and they came 
and made an examination. Mrs. Crawford 
was interviewed, but the blue-coats could 
get no clew from her, so Mr. Heller, one of 
the boarders. called in some private de- 
tectives., These sleuths failed, too; and 
Mrs, Crawford went back south a day or 
‘so ago, resigned to the loss of her jewels.

He Is in Position To Give 
Information. 


San 2S > rans 2.—At the Palace 


hotel is registered Edward A. Andre, for 
sixteen years past consul of Belgium to 
Manila. Consul Andre is en route to Wash- 
ington on a secret mission, but it is under- 
stood that he has come to this country to 
offer his good services as mediator be- 
tween this country and the Filipinos. Con- 
sul Andre is perfectly familiar with the 
habits and peculiarities of the Filipinos 
and he will doubtless furnish the adminis- 
tration with much valuable information. 

In Manila, Consul Andre served as the 
representative of the two governments dur- 
ing the negotiations before the surrender 
of the city, and wishes it emphatically un- 
derstood that his present mission is purely 
neutral. 

Speaking of the present condition of af- 
fair in the Philippines, Consul Andre said 
that if the Americans and Filipinos clash 
that the loss to the Americans would be 
very great, not so much, however, from 
the force of bullets, but from the sickness 
which would follow an active campaign. 
The Filipinos, he said, have 80,000 rifles and 
could inflict much damage before being 
subdued. He did not look for any very se- 
rious disagreement. 

“The Filipinos,’’ he said, “‘du not under- 
stand their position. As soon as they can 
be made to realize that the United States 
will not make rash promises then so soon 
will they welcome the protection of this 
country, but until that time arrives there 
will always be some signs of discontent 
As soon asthe natives realize that they can 
make money and live comfortably then 
they will cease fighting. The recent procia- 
mation of the president did much to relieve 
the anxiety of the people and the recent 
conference between the American commis- 
sionrs and the Filipino representatives will 
result in much good.”

Louisville, Ky., February 2.—The forma- 
tion of the combination xf Kentucky distil- 
leries has already had the effect of ad- 
vancing prices of whiskies. Today was an 
active day in the trade. Buyers from New 
York, Chicago and Cincinnati are in Louis- 
ville and are makinge~- big investments in 
whisky. It is estimated that between 5,000 
and 10,000 barrels were sold, in lots rang- 
ing from 200 to 1,000 barrels. Brokers re- 
ceived many orders which they were un- 
able to fill. 

Many out-of-town distillers were in the 
city today. Numerous conferences were 
held and the combination was thoroughly 
discussed. They seemed to be of the opin- 
ion that the combine will work wonders 
for the distillers of the state.

HE DOES NOT FAVOR EXPANSION 


But Desires the Agreement Ratified by 
the Senate and Leave the So- 
lution of the Philippines 
to Subsequent 
Events. 
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Washington, February 2.—A notable 
speech was made in the senate today by 
Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin. He took for 
his text the anti-expansicn resolution of- 


fered by Mr. Vest, but did not confine him- 
self closely to that proposed declaration of 
policy. ' 

Mr. Spooner spoke for three hours and 
through his brilliant oratory, fine ability as 
a close and astute reasoner, splendid quali- 
tles as an advocate and adroitness and 
cleverness at repartee, held’the careful at- 
tention of an unusually large number of 
senators and a large audience in the gal- 
leries, 

At the opening of the session Mr. Chilton, 
of Texas, presented the credentials of 
OharleS A. Culberson, elected senator from 
Texas for the term of six years from 
March 4, 1899. They were filed. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina,. offered 
the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

“That the president be requested, if not 
incompatible with the publig interest, to in- 
form the senate whether any franchises or 
concessions of any character are being or 
have been granted by any munici ality in 
Cuba and Porto Rico since the mf! tary oc- 
cupation there by the United States: if sO, 
what they are, for what length of time

At the conclusion of the morning busi- 
ness, Mr. Spooner addressed the senate, . 
In beginning, after a brief statement of his 
reasons for speaking at all, he said: 


“I find no objections constitutional tn na 
ture to the ratification of the pendin 
treaty. If I held the view that the IUnite 
States could not within its constitutional 
Umitations acquire territory otherwise not 
to be erected into states, I could not give 
my consent to the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippine islands. This Philippine proposition 
is one of the fruits of the war—to me one of 
the bitter fruits. I can conceive of no clr. 
cumstances under which I could give my 
consent to the admission of that archi- 
pelazo as a state. or as more than one 
state, of the American union.”

CRUSHED COMRADE’S SKULL. 


INSANE SOLDIER AT ALBANY, 
GA., USES AN AX. 


While Waite, of His Company, Was 
Toasting Bread, Calhoun Struck 
Him a Fatal Blow. 


Albany, Ga. February 2.—(Special.)— 
Corporal Herbert C. Waite, of company F, 
Third Mississippi regiment, was probably 
fatally injured about noon today by Private 
Howell Calhoun, of the same company and 
regiment. 

When the men of company F fell in line 
and marched to the foot of their street for 
dinner Waite stuck a piece of bread on his 
fork and stooped down by the kitchen fire 
to toast it.

Attorneys Grace and Harris Make Things 
Warm Awhile. 
HARRIS HIT GRACE ON THE JAW 


Then Grace Hurled Inkstand at Har- 
/ Fis, Who Dodged It. 


FRIENDS INTERFERED AND STOPPED FIGHT 


Then Apologies to Judge Were in Or- 
der, Which Were Formerly Given. 
General Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Erown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)—Atlanta is 
not the only place where lawyers fight in 
the courthouse. Attorneys Walter Gracé 
and Jesse Harris, members of the Macon 
bar, and both young men, had a bout this 
afternoon in the office of Judge Notting- 
ham, of the city court, which adjoins the 
city courtroom, 

Mr. Grace was one of the attorneys of J. 
A. Burkett, who has been on trial all day 
in the city court, charged with carrying 
concealed weapons, and with carrying a 
pistol to the polls at the recent prohibition 
election in Bibb county. During the trial 
Mr, Grace asked a question of a witness, 
which Solicitor General Hodges objected to 
as being ‘“‘leading.”’ 

Mr. Grace denied this. Later, when Mr. 
Grace and others had@ gone into the judge’s 
room, some one twitted Mr. Grace about 
Solicitor Genera] Hodges’s contention. Mr. 
Grace again denied that he had asked a 
leading question, and Mr, Jesse Harris, who 
Was present, said: 

“Yes you did ask the question and every- 
body in the courtroom heard you.” 

Mr. Grace objected to Mr. Harris’s re- 
mark. A few words were passe@ and Mr. 
Grace struck at Mr. Harris with his fist, 
but missed him. Mr. Harris then hit Mr. 
Grace on the jaw with his fist. Mr. Grace 
picked up an iron inkstand and threw it 
at Mr. Harris, but Harris safely dodged it, 
and the inkstand went crashing through 
the glass door of a bookcase, 

Parties interfered and stopped the bellig- 
erents. Judge Nottingham had Grace and 
Harris brought before him for contempt 
of court, and the two lawyers came near 
getting into a second difficulty, in the 
presence of the judge, by Mr. Grace re- 
marking curing his explanation of the 
fight that Mr. Harris ran behind a table 
when Grace threw the inkstand at him. 
Harris arose and contradicted this state- 
ment ana said hhe never ran out of the way 
of any man in his life. _ 

Finally oil was poured on the troubled 
waters, the lawyers made full and satis- 
factory apologies to Judge Nottingham, and 
after a lecture to them, and being satis- 
fied they intended no disrespect to the 
court, he dismissed them without a fine. 

J. A. Burkett, the defendant, who was 
represented by Mr. Grace, had an interest- 
ing trial. The case was heard before Judge 
Nottingham. without. a jury. Burkett is a 
well-Known bailiff and was a leading 
worker for the prohibitionists in the re- 
cent election in Bibb. He was arrested 
early on election day on the charge of 
carrying concealed weapons and carrying 
a pistol to the polls. He was found guilty 
this afternoon and sentericed to pay $75 or 
serve ninety days. The penalty would per- 
haps have been much heavier, but for the 
strong pleas of the defendant’s attorneys 
for clemency, on the ground that he is a 
poor man and has a very large family. His 
lawyers were Estes & Jones; Anderson, An- 
derson & Grace; Ryals, Steed & Stone, and 
Park & Gerdine. The prosecution was rep- 
resented by Solicitor General Hodges. 

The Immune Regiments. 

The Seventh and Tenth immunes will also 
be mustered out here, in Macon. The order 
was issuel yesterday at Washington. It 
came as a surprise to the officers of the 
regiment and to the people generally. A 
telegram was received from Senator Bacon 
yesterday, announcing that the _ troops 
would remain here until they were muster- 
ed out, but it was not thought at the time 
that the order for muster out would be is- 
sued so early. 

The people have no fear as to the muster- 
ing out of these two regiments here They 
have been very orderly and are well dis- 
ciplined It is very probable that they will 
be mustered out as a whole. Captain 
Clarke, the mustering officer, stated today 
that he had no-instructions in regard to 
the matter, but he thought that they would 
be mustered out together. 

They will not be given the usual thirty 
days’ furlough, but will be given a month's 
pay in advance and allowed to go. The ne- 
groes, when told that they were to be mus- 
tered out, did not act as the Sixth Vir- 
ginia and Third North Carolina did, but 
acted quietly. The time for the muster out 
has not been set, but it is thought that it 
will be. some time in March before the men 
are turned aloose.

The Young Ladies Will Probably Be 
Sent Home for Four Weeks While 
the College Building Is Be- 
ing Thoroughly Fumi- 
gated. 


Marcon, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)—In 
view of the rumors that there is scarlet 
fever at Wesleyan Female college, and that 


in consequence thereof the institution would 


be temporarily closed and the students 
allowed to go home. The Constitution cor- 
respondent called at the college tonight and 
asked President J. W. Roberts to give him 
the true situatien. The following are the 
facts as learned from President Roberts: 

One of the young ladies of Wesleyan Fe- 
male college contracted scarletina three 
weeks ago from coming in contact at 
church with members of a family who had 
been exposed to it. From this case two 
other cases have developed this week. They 
are all now isolated and doing well, and 
the rooms in the college building where 
they developed have been thoroughly dis- 
infected by formaldehyde gas. 

The physicians here think there is but lit- 
tle danger of the disease spreading, but 
the college authorities, anxious to give the 
girls the benefit of every doubt, have al- 
lowed many of them to go home and will 
perhaps grant a four weeks’ vacation to 
all the pupils. During this time the col- 
lege buildings will be thoroughly disin- 
fected. 


President Roberts says that he will not 


allow any girl to return until he is satis- 
fied that there is no danger whatever. The 
disease is of a very mild type and there is 
no alarm whatever in the city or at the 
college. ; | 

It is not apprehended that Wesleyan, the 
oldest female college in the world, will be 
particularly affected by the sickness, but 
that in a very short time her affairs will 
be running on as smoothly as ever,

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Some Significant Facts. 


One very significant fact is that while 
all 6r nearly all of the most prominent 
and influential Georgia newspapers are 
opposed to the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippines as a vassal colony, not one of 
them, so far as we have observed, has of- 
fered any opposition to the ratification 
of the treaty. Many of them have not 
entered into a discussion of the question, 
perhaps, but even their silence is signifi- 
cant. if their editors saw any reason 
for opposing ratification they would un- 
doubtedly enter into the discussion and 
state these reasons clearly and plainly. 
Now, the prominent and influential 
newspapers in an agricultural state like 


' Georkia are bound to be in touch with 


public sentiment; they cannot afford to 
misrepresent it. They may oppose it, 
as a few of them frequently do; but they 
do not misunderstand it. 

The significant fact is that even those 
editors who sometimes seem, to take 
pride in opposing the known sentiments 
of their readers, do not find themselves 
moved to oppose ratification. Common 
sense, as well as a reasonable regard for 
the spectacle which we present to the 
rest of the world, demands the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with promptness and 
dispatch, so that the questions of peace 
and Spain’s responsibility may be set- 
tled once for all. 

The treaty, ratified, simply restores 
peace, and transfers from Spain to the 
United States the authority which the 
Spaniards, through much tribulation, 
have been trying to exercise in those 
islands; and it depends wholly on con- 
gress and the people whether that sov- 
ereignty shall be exercised or not. 

The whole question would be much 
simpler if those in the senate who favor 
ratification had not seized the false idea 
that ratification means possession of the 
Philippines, or if those senators who 
oppose @xpansion had not. been over- 
come by the belief that the way to pre- 
yent the acquisition of the islands is 
to pass resolutions, oppose the treaty, 
and make a muddle generally. Now, 
it is within the power of any man of 
acute intelligence to take the simplest 
question and becloud it with fine-spun 
theories and rhetorical confusions. Some

The Verdict, owned by Perry Belmont 
and edited by Alfred H. Lewis, has 4 
word to say for Mr. Croker.

We have no doubt that The Verdict 
is right. Croker himself has said that 
the New York democrats will continue 
to support the platform and candidates 
of the national party. They stick by 
the party in name at least, and always 
fall into line. But if sueh men as Mr. 
Croker desire thoroughly to commend 
themselves to the party at large, the way 
to do it is to heartily indorse democratic 
doctrine. Mr. Croker’s published state- 
ments already handicap him. In a most 
lordly way he has disposed of one or two 
democratic planks that will assuredly ap- 
pear in the next platform in some shape 
or other. 

He and his friends say that he will 
support the candidates; but suppose 
that the vote in New York city should 
fall short; whatthen? Why immediate- 
ly the outside public will insist ‘that, 
though Mr. Croker and Tammany put 
up an indorsement they allowed the cam- 
paign to go by default. It is well known 
that Tammany cares more for its own 
successes than for those of the national 
party. This was not always so. In the 
old days, Tammany was as: national as it 
now is local; but, since then, great finan- 
ciers and statesmen and money makers 
have taken charge of it, until now the 
democratic party hardly knows whether 
Tammany’s indorsement means support 
of the organization or an excursion up 
the Hudson on election day. 

These suspicions are bound to arise 
when such men as Mr. Croker stand up 
before the public and make off-hand and 
ill-digested remarks about the death of 
democratic issues. If there were no 
such suspicions, it would hardly be nec- 
essary for Mr. Belmont’s engaging news- 
paper to explain that Mr. Croker and 
Tammany will support the party in any 
event.

In his speech delivered before the At- 
lanta joint committee which passed upon 
the holding of the state fair, Hon. Pope 
Brown, president of the State Agricul- 
tural Society, is reported as having said:

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Hard .Times in Massachusetts. 

The hard times which have come up- 
on the cotton mill men of Massachusetts 
may best be judged from the statement 
that the $23,493,000 invested in milling 
in Fall River only brought a 2.22 per 
cent dividend. 

This is the smallest dividend whiich 
has ever been declared in the factory dis- 
tricts of ‘New England. During the last 
eleven years the amount of money paid 
out in dividends to the small army of 
mill stockholders has varied. 


year 1892; until it has reached the pres- 
ent figure. On $500,000 more capital 
stock than in 1897, the Fall River mills 
for 1898 paid only $518,000 on a total 
investment of $23,493,000. In 1896, four 
corporations passed dividends, and there 
was paid out to stockholders 5.95 per 
cent of $1,368,875. In 1897, eleven mills 
passed. During the past year twenty 
corporations paid nothing to their stock- 
holders, 

, This gloomy report comes as a re- 
silt of the demonstration of one year 
ago, when the effort was made to place 
the blame on the southern mills. It 
did not take the New England mill men 
long to discover that in making this 
charge they were but advertising the ad- 
vantages of another section, hence they 
have since been endeavoring to lIacate 
the blame in other directions, but the 
fact remains. that the heavy goods trade 
has come to the south to stay. This was 
fully developed by the investigations of 
our special staff correspondent who went 
through the New England district one 
year ago. He discovered that the mills 
of that section were constructed of an- 
tiquated machinery; that the stock was 
heavily watered, and that the age of 
enterprise had passed by. . In the south 
the wagés paid to the operatives was 
fully equal to that paid to the New Eng- 
jJand operatives, when allowance was 
made for the system of fining which ex- 
ists in that section. <

The reputation of the city for honor, en- 
terprise and integrity is an important 
part of the capital of every citizen there- 
of. This being so, it will be seen that 
those citizens who do not take a lively 
and an active interest in the affairs of 
their municipality are but neglecting 
their own interests as well as those of 
the public.

| WHEN DOUGLAS'S WIFE 


— 


-DAZZLED ATLANTIANS 


Thousands of Atlantians read, the other 
day, a brief ielegraphic item announcing 
the death of Mrs. Robert Williams, the 
widow of Stephen A. Douglas; and probably 
not a @ozen of them remembered the visit 
of that famous beauty to our city. 

The story is worth telling. During the 
most exciting presidential campaign in our 
history—the epochal one of 1860—Mn Doug- 
las came to Atlanta to deliver a speech. 


though ‘Herschell V. Johnson held the sec- 
ond place on his ticket, and such eminent 


his brother, Linton, advocated his claims. 
In some southern cities the Ilinois states- 
man was almost-openly insulted, and he 
would have received a very chilly welcome 
in Atlanta, but for one thing. 


Mrs. Douglas accompanied her husband. 

This fact was known in advance of the 
arrival of the party, and it created a sen- 
sation. 

Everybody in Atlanta had heard that the 
lady was regarded by many as the most 
beautiful woman in America, and public 
curiosity was excited to the highest pitch. 

The Bel] and Breckinridge men had no 
use for the “Little Giant.” They resented 
his visit, but the thought of his charming 
wife caused them to become more tolerant. 
The man from Illinois might speak—he 
would win no votes—and the presence of 
Mrs. Douglas would be something. 

This was the way people talked. They 
had bitter political prejudices, but when. a 
pretty woman camie in view it was time to 
be reasonable. Politics could wait until the 
beauty show was over. 


So it came to pass that, in the summer 
of that memorable year, the greater part 
of the population of the city congregated 
about the carshed, a little after dusk, one 
evening to catch a glimpse of the visitors. 

They were disappointed in seeing the 
lady’s face. Mr. Douglas and his wife en- 
tered a carriage and were driven to the 
Trout house, on Decatur street, opposite 
the park of those days. 

Mrs. Douglas went to her room, while 
her distinguished husband briefly replied to 
the speech of welcome delivered on the bal- 
cony of the hotel by Major Jared I. Whit- 
aker. 

Then the crowd dispersed. The follow- 
ing day was to be a notable one in the po- 
litical annals of the city. 


A large platform had been erected in 
the grounds of the old courthouse, the site 
of our present capitol. Hundreds of bench- 
es and chairs had been provided for the 
ladies and there was unlimited standing 
room for the men. 

Early in the afternoon thousands of people 
were assembled. There was a look of ex- 
pectant interest on every face, and Mrs. 
Douglas was the leading topic. 

Almost before they were recognized, Mr. 
Douglas, Alexander and Linton Stephens 
and several other gentlemen were seated 
on the platform. 

The candidate’ was then in the prime of 
life. He was a short, stout man, but he 
had a dignified presence, and his face was 
that of a statesman. The careworn lines of 
his countenance spoke of days und nights 
of anxiety and study, but his whole expres- 
sion was that of a resolute and a fearless 
man, 


The audience noticed these points later. 

Just at that. moment they were waiting 
for the event of the day. 

The statesmen on the platform talked 
quietly among themselves, while the men 
and women below stood on tiptoe, and 
craned their necks and strained their eyes 
in every direction. 

“There she is!’’ 

The crowd surged toward the eastern 
gate only to find that it was a false alarm. 

‘“‘Look—there she comes!” 

Another rush, followed By a laugh. The 
newcomer had beén recognized as an At- 
lanta lady. 

If Mr. Douglas took notice of these trifies 
his grave, impassive face did not show it. 
He conversed with his friends and asked 
a number of queations about Atlanta, 


Suddenly an electric thrill ran through 
the assemblage. 

No announcement was needed. All in- 
stinctively felt that the woman and the hour 
had come. 

For a moment every tongue was hushed. 
Through the eastern gate walked a group 
of ladieé and gentlemen, and a marvelously 
beautiful woman, accompanied by Captain 
William M. Williams, at once attracted 
every eye. 

It was unnecessary to point her out. 
Even the dullest, blindest spectator knew 
that he was gazing at Mrs, Douglas. 

The members of the Httle party took the 
feats reserved for them, and for several 
minutes there was a gentle commofion in 
the audience, made by those who desired 
to get a better view of the beauty. 

This curiosity was manifested in a re- 
spectful way, and it is not likely that its 
object heard a word that was offensive. 

It is impossible for the writer of this 
sketch to tell, after so many years, whether 
Mrs. Douglas was a blonde or a brunette. 
He simply remembers a general impres- 
sion. The lady was. undoubtedly beautiful, 
but she was not. of the dashing, ‘brilliant 
type. She was modest in manner and cos- 
tume, and bore herself with the dignity of 
one who hoped to be a president’s wife. 

She won al) hearts, and in a short time 
the people settled down quietly to hear the 
speeches of the day. 

Alexander H. Stephens introduced Mr. 
Douglas, who delivered a masterly address. 

But those speeches are matters of an- 
cient history. The still living incident of 
that day is the remembrance of the pres- 
ence of that fearless worhan who captured 
thousands of men and women who were de- 
termined that her husband should never 
reach the white house. 

How many of the Atlantians who were 
present in the old courthouse park that 
bright summer afternoon are still living? 

ot many. Their ranks are thinning year 
by year, but here and there may be found 
an old pioneer who is still ready to swear 
that of all the beautiful women who cross- 
ed his path in the old days, the most charm- 
ing was Mrs. Stephen A. Douglas, who died 
last week, almost forgotten under the name 
of Mrs. Robert Williams.

nessed in Boston occurred here yesterday 
when the mortal ashes of John Buck, one of 
the survivors of eGneral Lee’s confederate 
bodyguard in the army of northern Vir- 
ginla, was tenderly committed to the sod 
of Mt. Hope Cemetery by members of the 
local posts of the Grand Army of the Re- 
puLlic veterans. Wrapped in the folds of 
the stars and Stripes, the old soldier was 
ae with military honors.

The suggestion which resulted in the im- 
pressive ceremonies which were yesterda 
solemnized over his mortal ashes atin 
from Dr. John H. Dixwell, who met him 
several weeks prior to his death and who 
became warmly attached to him. 

When the end came several days ago Dr 
Dixwell called on Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral Stetson with the suggestion that here 
Was a rare opportunity for the Massachu- 
setts Grand Army of the Republic to man- 
ifest that broad magnanimity which Presi. 
dent McKinley haa bespoken in his speech 
at Atlanta, when he declared that the time 
had come when the matter of the care of 
the resting places of the confederate dead 
should be taken up Ly the nation. 
Promptly adopting the Suggestion of Dr 
Dixwell, arrangements were made for lay- 
ing the old soldier to rest with appropriate 
ceremonies emblematic of the reconciliation 
which had taken place between the once 
divided sections. At the Bulfinch Place 
Presbyterian church, where the funeral ser- 
vices were held, every Grand Army of the 
Republic post in Boston was officially rep- 


covered with black broadcloth over which 
was placed the stars and stripes loaned by 
the proprietors of the Revere. Upon the lid 
were Clusters of laurel and roses; a cluster 
of magnificent callas, a large “Wreath of 
ivy with white roses and clusters of carna- 
tions, quberoses and laurel. The flowers 
were sent by Thomas F. Galvin, Dr. Dix- 
well, Judge Holmes, Mr. Houghton and Dr. 
Charles Porter.

fect fraternity which shall carry on this 
God-ordained, God-sustained and God- 
guided repubilic.’’ 

Hundreds of Grand Army of the Republic 
veterans followed the remains of the old 
soldier to the grave. The pallbearers who 
tenderly carried the casket were made wp 
of Grand Army of the Republic veterans 
selected from each of the local posts.

- MAB BEEN “UNCONSCIOUS FOR SOME TIME 


(Arrangements for Funeral Have Not 
as Yet Been Made—Will Not Oc- 
cur Before Saturday. 


Captain John Milledge, the well-known 
confederate veteran and former state libra- 
rian, died last night shortly after 6 o’clock 
at his late residence, 166 Trinity aaenue. 
His demise, although a great shock to his 
family and friends, was not unexpected, 
es he had been in extremely bad health ‘for 

three months, while for the past three 
weeks it has been known that there was 
no lope of saving his life. 

During the last two weeks of his illness 
he was unconscious and he did not regain 
the use of his faculties before his death. 
The end came peacefully, the old veteran 
dying without a struggle. Ail the members 
of his family surrounded his bedside. 

The illness of Captain Milledge began 
several years ago, whey) he lost the use of 
one of his eyes. The kK was so great 
as to affect his entire nervous system and 
despite the efforts of physicians he was not 
restored to health. Six months ago the 
sight of the eye that had hitherto been 
sound was impaired and three months lgter 
he became totally blind. 

It was then that the condition of Captain 
Milledge began to grow steadily worse, and 
members of his family are of the opinion 
that the mental anguish resulting from this 
loss of eyesight was what killed the distin- 
guished citizen. 

About one month ago he began having 
periods of unconsciousness. Three weeks be- 
fore his death the physicians who were 
attending him, Drs. Olmsted and Stiles, an- 
nounced that there was no longer any hope, 
and since that time his death hag Leen mo- 
mentarily expected. 

Captain Milledge ig survived by his aged 
mother, Mrs. Catherine Milledge, who is 
eighty-two years of age; his wife, Mrs. 
Mary Milledge, and his two brothers, R. H. 
Milledge, of Atlanta, and G. L. Milledge, 
of Timpson, Tex. The latter was not in 
Atlanta at the time of the death of Captain 
Milledge. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not as 
yet been completed. The interment, how- 
ever, which will take place in Oakland 
cemetery, will not occur before Saturday. 
The Governor's Horse Guards, of which 
Captain Milledge was a member, will proba- 
bly act as an escort to the remains. 

‘Sketch of His Life. 

Captain John Milledge was born at Au- 
gusta, April 7, 1837, and spent his school 
days at St. Timothy's Hall, near Baltimore. 


oe It wag a military school and one of his 


closest ‘friends atthe hall was Genéral 
Fitzhugh Lee. Captain Milledge was a dili- 
gent student and stood well in his classes. 


He took great interest in military matters, . 


and at the time of leaving St. Timothy’s 
Hall he was accounted one of the ‘best 
equipped men in the manual of arms in 
the entire school. 

After several years of hard study and ap- 
plication at the hall, he returned to his 
home in Ammusta, He then attended the 
Georgia Military institute, at Marietta, 
which was founded Ly his father, John Mil- 
ledge, Sr. He was an earnest student and 
was graduated from the institute with high 
honors, having won first lieutenant’s place 
in the school corps. After graduating from 
the institute he returned to Augusta and 
began the practice of law. 

He was successful from the very start in 
hig chosen profession and built up a fine 
practice in his native town. He became 
noted for his wonderful energy and cour- 
teous bearing, and was well and favorably 
known throughout his section of the state. 
At the beginning of the civil war he was 
appointed first lieutenant of the First Geor- 
gia regiment by Governor Brown. Shortly 
after his appointment he rose to the posi- 
tion of captain, and later was elected cap- 
tain of Blodgett’s battery, with which com- 
mand he served throughout the entire war. 

Complimented by General Lee. 

It is related of Captain Milledge by a 
comrade who berved under him, that at one 
time, just after the First Maryland cam- 
paign, when attacked by McClelland’s men, 
Captain Milledgé had a number of horses 
shot from under him, and so terrific was 
the fire thé command was subjected to that 
all the horses were either killed or wound- 
ed. The battery was surrounded and cut 
off from ammunition supplies, but the gal- 
lant captain and his handful of brave men 
stood to théir guns and awaited the on- 
slaught of the enemy.

DEATH OF MRS. MARY JOHNSON 


| Passed Peacefully Away in This City 
Last Night. 


WAS WELL KNOWN IN SOUTH 


Died at the Residence of Her Daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Hagan, on Peachtree 
Street. 


Mrs. Mary Willis Cobb Johnson, one of 
the best known ladies in the state, died last 
night at 10:30 o’clock, at the residence of 
Mrs. Hugh Hagan, 267 Feachtree street. 
Mrs. Johnson had been ill since last April 
and her death was not unexpected, although 
it will be a great shock to her many friends 
throughout the state. 

Mrs. Johnson was stricken with paralysis 
on April 19, 1898, at the residence of Mrs. 
J. L. Byers, on Washington Heights. The 
physicians did all in their power to alle- 
viate her sufferings, but announced that 
she could live but a few hours. Members 
of the family were summoned to be with 


astonishment of every one she rallied and 
grew better. This was doubtless owing to 
her wonderful constitution. 

Prior to the stroke of paralysis Mrs. 
Johnson would frequently take walks of 
several miles without feeling exhausted. 
She remained at the residence of Mrs. By- 
ers for one month before recovering suffi- 
ciently to be removed. She was then taken 
to the residence of Mrs. A. Welborne Hill, 
on North avenue, where she remained until 
September 1, 1898, when she was taken to 
the residence of Mrs. Hugh Hagan, on 
Peachtree street. 

She received the constant attention of 
physicians and all that science could direct 
or love suggest was done for Mrs. Johnson. 
Despite this, however, there was a gradual 
decline. -There were no sudden attacks of 
ilmess, no sharp seizures of pain, Lut slow- 
ly and gradually vitality and energy guve 
place to old age and weakness. 

Several days ago the physicians announc- 
ed that she had but a few hours to live. 
She wads then on the verge of death and 
only her constitution, which aided her to 
fight against her last illness and which 
kept her from sickness for years prior to 
the stroke of paralysis, enabled her to live 
until last night. 

It was seen yesterday afternoon that she 
was dying, and last night as the hours 
lengthened she continued to sink gradually. 
The end came at 10:30 o’clock, Mrs. Johnsoh 
dying so peacefully that it was some mo- 
ments before those around her bedside 
could realize that the end had come. 

Mrs. Johnson was the daughter of the late 
Colonel John A. Cobb, of Athens, Ga. She 
was the sister of the late General Howell 
Cobb and the late General T, R. R. Cobb, 
both of Athens, and of the late ,»Major 
John B. Cobb, of Macon.

She found the confederate soldiers lying 
in trenches with only their hands crossed, 
and their caps covered their faces to sig- 
nify that they had been given hasty exam- 
ination before’ desertion. 

In ‘the. meantime General Sherman had 
burned Atlanta and, although Mrs. John- 
s0n desired to bury the dead, it was impos- 
sible to obtain lumber in this city. Ac- 
cordingly, she went to Stone Mountain, 
where she succeeded in purchasing enough 
to meet the demands of the occasion, if 
properly used. : 

She personally supervised the burying 
of the dead, and once found a man Stealing 
her lumber, but she was firm enough tv 
demand that he unload what he had taken 
at once. She was president of the Ladies’ 
Memorial Assocfation of Atlanta for twelve 
years, during which time the handsome 
shaft in memory of the confederate dead 
Was erected at Oakland. 

Although Dr. Johnson’s health demanded 
her attention at the time, she refused to 
resign from the association until the monu- 
ment had been paid for. After the death of 
her second husband she began the work of 
erecting headstones over the graves of the 
unknown dead and over the unknown she 
buried during the war.

(Mr. Johnsfon was the association’s at- 
torney up to the time of the annual meet- 
ing, and is still a director of the company. 

In his bill he alleges that he cannot 
agree with his former associates, the -offi- 
cers, in the management of the affairg of 
the association. His associates declare 
that such views on his part are of quite 
recent origin. Mr. Johnston claims that 
at the late annual meeting most of thé 
proxies of non-resident stockholders were 
sent to other stockholders than himself. 

(Mr. Johnston complains that large sums 
and liberal profits on withdrawals were 
paid to stockholders. It was shown that 
Johnston himself has for several years 
past drawn the resolutions declaring the 
rates and terms of withdrawals that were 
adopted at the stockholders’ conventions 
and is said to have availed himself last 
year of this benefit by withdrawing half of 
his stock. He is said to have filed his ap- 
plication to withdraw the remainder, and 
enjoined 
the withdrawal clerk. 

Payment of Withdrawals. 

Mr. Johnston contends in his bill that 
to pay withdrawals at former rates works 
injustice to persistent members. He ob- 
jects now to amendments to the by-laws 
which reduce the rates of profits to be 
paid out in the future on withdrawals. 

The bill says that the defendant has done 
@& greatly reduced business in loans in the 
last year. In reply to this, defendant a'- 
leges that Johnston has wilfully neglected 
his duty in this respect, or the loans made 
would ‘have heen much larger in amount. 
Not only this, but it is claimed that by 
reason of the gross neglect of the general 
attorney to discharge his plain duty in en- 
forcing the payment of delinquent claims, 
as was required of him, a large number of 
borrowers have fallen largely .dn arrears, 
and the number of suits is largely*increas- 
ed thereby, on the theory that it is much 
easier to collect smaH# amounts than it is 
to collect large onesthat:are. allowed to 
accrue, 

I: is contended that had the attorney been 
more energetic in this regar@ that the as- 
sociation would not have been forced to 
take half the real estate it now has on 
hagnd. 

Complainant alleges that the real estate 
is not worth more than half its cost, while 
the defendant contends that it ts worth in 
the aggregate all that it has cost the as- 
sociation, and in support thereof the de- 
fendant presents a large number of af- 
fidavits and letters.

DISTANCE WEATHER PROPHET 
 MARBURY; HOW HE GOT HIS RECORD

bureau, is not only one of the most ex- 
perienced men in the government service, 
tut he holds the record for being the cham- 
pion long distance weather forecaster of 
the country. While Mr. Marbury made his 
wonderful record on a bona fide prediction 
he is very modest over his wonderful fore- 
cast and disclaims entirely the supernatural 
knowledge of the elements he is believed, 
by the one to whom the prediction was 
made,.to possess. Aside from the fact that 
the regulations of his department prohibit 


his making a long time forecast, Mr. Mar- 
bury is jealous of his record and will never 
| venture such a prediction again. 


Several years ago, a weather bureau was 


| established in Danville, Ky., and Mr. Mar- 


bury -was put in charge of the station. It 
was something new to the town and many 


-of the citizens had an idea that “‘the weath- 


er man” made his predictions by looking 
at the clouds and by signs, and for that 
réasoh they did not have much faith in his 
ability. But there are old citizens in Dan- 
ville now who swear that Mr. Marbury is 
the most wonderful man in the world, and 


it all came about on account of his record- 


breaking prediction. 

Aft the hotel where he was stopping, 
there was a little school girl, who-was very 
fond of sleigh riding, and during the long 
summer vacation she would look forward 
to the first snow and make guesses as to 
when it would come. With Mr. Marbury’s

THE FAMOUS OLIVETTE. 


SHE COVERED HERSELF WITH 
GLORY DURING THE LATE WAR. 


Has Been Thoroughly Overhauled 
and Remodeled, and Is Again in 
Peaceful Service. 


Of the steamship Olivette, which has just 
been placed on service between Port Tam- 
re and Havana, The Philadelphia Eveping 

élegraph has this to say: 

The steamship Olivette of the Plant line, 
which played several important roles dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war period and 
which has been at Cramps’ for the past 
three months undergoing a thorough over- 
hauling, will leaye the yard tomorrow, 
bound for Port Tampa. Immediately pre- 
ceding the war the Olivette, under Captain 
James P. Stevenson, her present comman- 
der, carried official correspondence between 
the authorities at Washington and Consul 
General Lee at Havana. Captain Sigsbee 
and the survivors of the Maine were 
brought to this country on the Olivette, 
and after General Lee had left Havana 
she was chartered by the Spanish govern- 
ment to carry to Havana those Spaniards 
domiciled in Port Tampa and Key West 
who wanted to be under the protection of 
their mother country. She entered Havana 
under the personal guarantee of Captain 
General Blanco that no harm would come 
to her, and while there she was protected 
by the crew of the Spanish war vessel Al- 
fonso XIII, which patrolled the immediate 
vicinity in steam launches, 

At the outbreak of hostilities the Olivette 
was charteréd by Secretary of the Navy 
Long as a water carrier and general emer- 
gency boat. She supplied fresh drinking 
water to the fleet of transports that car- 
ried General Shafter and the first instal- 
ment of troops into Cuba, and accompanied 
the fleet, having on board forty war cor- 
respondents, hospital corps and a full out- 
fit for field hospital service.

the Depot Last Right 


THREATS HAD BEEN MABE 


News fiom Macon Stated That Negro 
Soldiers Meant Mischief. 


SOLDIERS WERE WARNED TO BE QUIET 


fhe Trouble Last Tuesday’ Had Made 
the Negroes Angry—They Were 
Awed, However, by the Po- 
lice and No Disturbance 
Occurred. ; 


When three companies of negro soldiers 
arrived from Macon last evening at 7:30 
o'clock they found the union depot pretty 
well filled with policemen. Not only were 
there many blue uniforms and police 
badges circulating about the depot, but 
there were also a large number of men 
who looked like ordimary citizens moving 
in the crowd, with badges concealed, who 
were ready at a moment’s notice to quell 
eny disturbance that might arise. 

Two things had happened which made the 
presence of the police necessary at the de- 
pot and afterwards rendered their services 
unnecessary. A telegram had been receiv- 
ed by the police authorities from Macon no- 
tifying them that the three companies of 
the Third Noftih Carolina regiment, which 
had been mustered out, had, before leaving 
(Macon, said they would show the Atlanta 
police a thing or two about interfering with 
soldiers, amd would, if it became necessary, 
kill a few of the policemen. This was said 
to be the outcome of the trouble which the 
Atlanta police had a few nights ago with 
other companies of the same regiment. 
Last Tuesday evening a train load of 
drunken soldiers arrived in Atlanta from 
Macon and a equad of police had serious 
trouble with them at the depot. Several of 
the soldiers had to be clubbed and one was 
arrested, 

The news of the row at the depot was 
read in The Constitution by the soldiers in 
Macon, and a number of them were heard 
making threats of what they would do 
when they stopped over in Atlanta. 
_Xesterday morning a conference was held 
between Chief Manly and the three cap- 
tains, and ét was decided to have a suffi- 
cient number of policemen at the depot to 
put down any disturbance which the sol- 
diers might cause. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock the day 
watch was ordered to remain on duty until 
dismissed and a picked squad from the 
evening watch and all the detective force 
were stationed at the depot. . 

They Knew What To Expect. 

‘Before the train reached Atlanta the sol- 
diers on the train were notified of the fact 
that the police would be ready to meet 
them. Some one eent a telegram to a sta- 
tion on the Southern railway informing the 
officer in command of the negroes that he 
had bétter warn his men to keep quiet, as 
they would be certain to get themselves in 
serious trouble if they created any dis- 
order, 

As the train rolled into the depot a negro 
had his head poked out of a window, and 
when he saw all the police, he cried out: 

“Dis nigger ain’t been home sence last 
May, and I’se gwine ter stay on dis car, 
fur I sure wants to see my folks.” 

This game sentiment seemed to actuate 
all the negro soldiers, for they were as 
quiet as mice. Only a few of them ven- 
tured from the coaches. The wienerwurst 
man did @ rushing business, and but for 
his brisk trade, it would hardly thave been 
known that the soldiers were in town. 

Police Commissioners Jones, Kendrick 
and Johnson were at the depot with the 
police, who were under commend of Cap- 
tain Jennings. . 

One negro goldier was taken from the 
train with a bullet hole in@is head. He 
had accidentally shog himself with his own 
pistol just as the train pyed out from 
Macon. The wounded man was sent to the 
Grady hospital. The wound is not consid- 
ered fatal. 4 

The News from Macon. 

The following telegram was received by 
The Constitution yesterday and was similar 
to those which had been received by the 
police. 

“Three companies of the Third North 
Carolina regiment will be mustered out 
today and be sent to their homes in their 
native state. Several of them were in the 
city this morning and they declared that on 
reaching Atlanta they were going to have 
fun or kill several policemen. They read 
today's Constitution of the treatment of 
the soldiers who passed through Atlanta 
Jest. night, @nd say that they will show 
the Atlanta policemen how to make ar- 
rests.”

Council's Street Committee Held Import- 
ant Meeting Yesterday. 
STREETS NEED PAVING BADLY 


Work oT Be Done Will Be Equally Di- 
vided Between the Wards. . 


NORTH AVENUE WILL PROBABLY BE PAVED 


President Lyman Hall Makes a Plea 
for the Tech—Asphalt, Perhaps, 
for Two Streets. 


—_— 


From present indications the street com- 
mittee of the city counci] will be con- 
fronted with a vast amount of work dur- 
ing the present year. At the regular meet- 
ing of the committee at the city hall yes- 
terday afternoon; Chairman Mitchell stated 
that he had been already approached with 
requests for $75,000 worth of work. The pe- 
titions now in council would amount to 
almost $25,000. It will be impossible te spend 
anything like this sum either this or next 
year in this department. 

It will be the policy of the committee 
this year to divide the work as equally as 
possible between the various wards, This 
rule was observed last year 
satisfactorily under the efficoiént direction 
of Chairman Mitchell. The committee this 
year has been overwhelmed with applica- 
tions for street paving pes si 
street work, only a comparativel ] 
part of which can be attended to. 

There are many streets in the city that 
are already impassible in wet weather. Sev- 
eral are in the manufacturing districts 
and the citizens there are greatly handi- 
capped in their business by their inability 


There is a great demand for paving on these 
streets, and it is probable the street com- 
mittee will work on these thoroughfares 
first. 

Particularly is this state of affairs true 
in the southeastern part of the city near 
the woolen mills and the soap factory. 
Wells street, which is the outlet for these 
concerns, is in an awful condition, and 
Mr. Hugh Inman, Mr, Nixon and Mr, Kreig- 
‘shaber, who are interested in the mant- 
facturing interests in that vicinity, appear- 
ed before the committee yesterday after- 
noon and asked that Wells street be re- 
paired. The committee will visit the street 
in the next few days, and it is probable 
an appropriation will be made for this pur- 
pose. 

Complaint from the Tech. 

President Lyman Hall, of the Technolog- 
ical school, appeared’ before the committee 
ye the interest of the streets adjacent to 
this institution. North avenue from Mar- 
ietta street to Williams street is practically 
impassible for vehicles in wet weather, and 
it is impossible to ride to..the,front en- 
trance of the Tech-in a vehicle of any 
character, The hauling of heavy loads out 
there, is simply out of.the question and 
the street, is not-only.@ disgrace te the 
city, but is a greatt drawback to the 
Technological school, : 

President Hall made an earnest plea for 
street paving. He said that the new tex- 
tile department had just been completed 
and that the school would soon have over 
600 students enrolled, representing the best 
families in the south. 

“A gentleman from the north, who re- 
cently made donations to our school,”’ said 
President Hall, ‘‘attempted a few days ago 
to ride to the buildings in a Qack, It was 
impossible to pull through the mud, and 
he had to get out and walk a hundred and 
fifty yards. He remarked on the great ne- 
cessity for street paving around the 
school,”’ 

President Hall made a strong impression 
on the committee, and it is probable that 
$3,000 or more will be appropriated for this 
purpose. 

There were numerous other applications 
before the committee, but none were passed 
up yesterday afternoon, The citizens on 
Auburn avenue beyond the Boulevard want 
asphalt on their street, and the citizens on 
Washington street between Woodward ave- 
nue and Crumley street want asphalt there. 
These petitions may be granted before the 
expiration of the present year.

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ODDS AND ENDS OF NEWS 


AT THE STATE CAPITOL} 


The supreme court spent the greater part | 
of the day yesterday in hearing argument | 
in the well known Whitton case in the 
Augusta circuit, and little else was accom- 
plished by the court. , 

It was announced yesterday that the 
eastern circuit, the next on the docket to 
the Augusta circuit, would not be taken 
up until next Monday morning, 

A number of cases have been added in 
the last few days to the Augusta circuit 
and it will require all the time of the court 
for the rest of this week to hear argument 
in these cases. 

Judge William B. Hornblower, the emi- 
nent New York jurist who reached the city 
yesterday, will be heard for the plaintiff 
in the case of the South Carolina and Geor- 
gia Railroad Company vs. Augusta South- 
ern Railway Company, which will proba- 
bly be taken up Saturday morning. 

A number of attorneys have already 
reached the city from different parts of 
the state who are interested in cases in the 
eastern circuit. It was the impression that 
the docket of that circuit would be taken 
up before the end of the week, and it is 
probable, since the court has eet next Mon- 
day as the date of the hearing of the dock- 
et, many of those attorneys will go back 
to their homes and return in time for their 
cases next week. 


The amendment to the section of the code 
of Georgia passed at the last session of the 
legislature prohibiting confederate veterans 
who are exempt from license to do certain 
kinds of business in the state has occasion- 
ed some misunderstanding, and a number 
of letters, both of inquiry and complaint, 
have been received by the secretary of 
state and other officials at the capitol. 

The communications come from old vet- 
erans themselves, and many of them are 
under the impression that the legislature 
has directly discriminated against them, 

Under the amendment passed at the last 
sessioff, veterans running any of the fol- 
lowing businesseg are not exempt from l- 
cenge: “Running a billiard, pool or other 
table of like dharacter or dealing in fu- 
tures or peddling stoves or clocks or Carry- 
ing on business of a pawnbroker or auc- 
tioneer or dealing in lightning rods.” 

Why the old veterans were prohibited 
from “dealing in lightning rods” is a mat- 
ter with the legislature of the etate and 
will probably never be satisfactorily ex- 
plained, certainly not to the veterans. 

One veteran in the northern part of the 
state writes that he has incidentally car- 
ried on a lightning rod business for the 
greater part of his life, and makes a pa- 
thetic demand for the reason why his li- 
cense in this respect is suddenly stopped. 
He has been referred to the author of the 
amendment for the solution. 


Why 3,000,000 more acres of land were 
granted in the county of Montgomery than 
the county ever possessed is one of the 
puzzles that tends to keep the succeeding 
statehouse officials in a quandry during the 
greater part of their administration. The 
fact is on record in the office of the secre- 
tary of state, and though the revelation 
produces a ‘“‘got ’em again” feeling, it is 
nevertheless a fact unique and interesting. 

The 3,000,000 more acres than Montgomery 
county had were granted during the admin- 
istration of Governor Matthews in 1795, 
before there was any such thing as a lot- 
tery county in the state. 

At the same time a good deal of fake 
land was pawned off in other counties in 
the state, principally Camden county, 
where 1,000,000 acres more than were in the 
limits of the county were granted to unsus- 
pecting persons. 

Since that time the owners or the sup- 
posed owners and their descendants have 
been wandering in one at a time to receive 
their inheritance, and in each case they 
are instructed to go and find the land they 
claim and then the state will make it right 
with them, 

The latest victim of the fraudulent land 
grant turned up yesterday, just one hun- 
dred and four years behind time, and in a 
fetter written from his home in Massachu- 
setts, makes a demand for the 8,000 acres 
granted his fathers. years ago. 

Why -the grants were made has 


never 


been fully’ understood, although it is gen- | 


erally believed that the officials who had to 
do with the land at that time were know- 
ingly dishonest. 

The records of the time show Governor 
Matthews to have been a man of sterling 
integrity and worth, and it is taken for 
granted that he never signed the grants 
of land, and that where his signature ap- 
pears tt is a forgery. ’ 

Such fraudulent grants could not have 
been made in a lottery county, where alt 
the grants are symmetrica] and numbered, 
but at that time the state had only head- 
right counties where such an error or 
fraudulent grants could have been made 
with ease. 

The succeeding secretaries of state have 
been called upon to investigate the claims 
of holders of these fraudulent grants, and 
during the administration of General Phil 
Cook a pamphlet on the subject was is- 
sued for the benefit of the public, and par- 
ticularly fer the benefit of holders of grants 
in Montgomery county. 

Governor Matthews was one of the best 
ana most efficient of the earlier governors 
of Georgia, but in regard to some of his 
assistants there are serious doubts of their 


‘honesty. 


The pamphlet got up by General Cook is 
inclined to lay the blame for the fraudu- 
lent grants upon the land surveyor in office 
in 17%, but no direct proof of his guilt will 
probably ever come te light. 

No one even seems to know his name 
or what he was, and those who have heard 
make it a point to forget as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Many of the grants then made have never 
turned up, and on the basis of 3,000,000 acres 
there is an immense amount of visionary 
property in Montgomery county still to be 
recorded in favor of its owner. The person 
in Massachusetts who is claiming his 3,000 
acres is supposed to have a bad eye for 
geography if he believes the county of 
Montgomery could accommodate 3,000,000 
acres of land. 


Commissions were yesterday granted by 
Governor Candler to Captain James M.

The commis- 
sion of Captain Burn Gordon will proba- 
bly be issued in the next few days. 


There is much unwritten history in the 
musty records of the secretary of state 
which, if given to a historian in full, would 
enable him to write a history of Georgia 
entirely different in many respects from 
those already writte1. 

It igs a matter of interest and a fact that 
never appears in the history of Georgia 
that George Walton, one of the earlier 
governors of the colony and signer of the 
declaration of independence, had a son, 
George Walton, Jr., who was killed in the 
battle of Briar Creek,. after having been 
promoted to tihe position of Heutenant in 
the continental army the day before for 
gallantry in action. 

The elder Walton, according to history, 
did not have 2 son, but the records show 
where he was granted 632 acres of land in 
Washington county to compensate him for 
the loss of this son, who died for the state 
and the struggling nation. é 

The record states that the executive coun- 
cil praised young Walton for his bravery 
and offered him a higher line of duty, in 
the pursuit of which he died on the field 
the next day. 

It is hoped that in the next history -writ- 
ten of Georgia the younger Walton will be 
given credit for having lived as well as for 
having died in the line of duty.

Julius Schuer, of Cartersville, Taken in 
Custody by Police, = 


‘DEMANDED TO SEE WARRANT 


He Is Well Off and Has Once Been a 
Prominent Merchant. 


CARTERSVILLE BAILIFF CAME AFTER HIM 


Man Seemed To Be Sane—Will Be Sent 
to Insane Asylum by His 
Brother. 


Last night Julius Schuer, a well-known 
citizen: of Cartersville, Ga., and until re- 
cently a merchant of that town, was locked 
up at the police barracks at the instigation 
of his brother, Max Schuer, who alleges 
that Julius is a lunatic and dangerous to 
himself and society to be at large. 

There came near being serious trouble 
with Schuer at the Aragon when he was 
taken in custody by the officers. He finally 
agreed to go to the police barracks, being 
promised that the chief of police would in- 
vestigate his case at once. 

Yesterday morning Bailiff Forester ar- 
rived from Cartersville and called upon 
Chief Manly. The bailiff said that Max 
Schuer, a prominent dry goods merchant 
of Cartersville, wished his brother, Julips, 
arrested, as the latter was crazy and apt 
to do harm. 

A search was made for Schuer and he was 
found at the Aragon last night, about 8 
o’clock. He refused to accompany the 
bailiff anywhere, demanding a warrant if 
he was wanted for anything. No amount 
of coaxing could persuade Schuer to leave 
the hotel, and the bailiff telephoned for a 
police officer. Call Officer Covington went 
to the Aragon. 

“Show me your warrant,’ 
Schuer. 

Some gentlemen standing in the hotel and 
not knowing the nature of the Case, ex- 
pressed an opinion,.that the officer should 
either produce a warrant or tell Schuer for 
what he was wanted. 
Officer Covington informed the crowd that 
the man’s brother wished him kept for 
safety, and this induced those present to 
advise Schuer to accompany the policeman. 
On the way to the barracks, Schuer 
stopped several times, and he had to be 
coaxed along with promises. He did not 
talk like a lunatic, 

Schuer is forty-eight years of age and is 
well off. For two months his relatives 
have been watching him, as he is said to 
have acted queerly: Three days ago he 
disappeared and his brother located him in 
Atlanta. 

The Schuers were in business at Cedar-

town several years ago, and moved to Car- 


tersville about four years ago, where they 
opened a large dry goods store. Last Oc- 
tober Julius sold out his interest in the bus- 
iness. . 

The sheriff of Bartow county was in At- 
lanta last night on private business, and he 
stated to the police that Schuer’s mind had 
becn affected for two or three months, and 
that his brother intended to have him sent 
to the insane asylum for treatment. - 

Schure was very angry when he was 
locked up, and said he would make some- 
body suffer for treating him in such a man- 
ner.

HAS OPENED HOME 


And One Homeless Wanderer Slept Com- 
fortably There Last Night. 


OTHERS EXPECTED TONIGHT 


The Home Starts Off Handicapped by 
a Debt of $500. 


ADJUTANT PRICE ASKS FOR ASSISTANCE

He Thinks That Once the Work Is 
Fairly Inaugurated the Institu- 
tion Will Support Itself. 


———~ 


The “Salvation Army Home for Working- 
men” was opened yesterday, and last night 
its sheltering walls gave refuge to a man— 
a ragged, hungry-eyed fellow into whose 
character and history no inquiry was made. 

This first visitor shambled up to the door 
yesterday afternoon and rang for admit- 
tance. 

“The home is not ready yet. Come back 
tonight!’ he was told. 

And shortly after nightfall he did return, 
and after he had paid down the 10 cents 
charged for a night's lodging’ he was 
shown into a cheerful sitting room, which 
a bright fire blazed, and where there were 
papers and magazines to read. He lighted 
a pipe and comfortably toasted his shins 
for awhile. At length he signified his de- 
sire to go to bed. An attendant showed him 


‘up stairs, pointed to one of the single beds 


that were in a room to. the left of the hall, 
and bade him goodnight. The wanderer 
undressed, washed and turned in to sleep 
on a thick and comfortable mattress, 
abundantly furnished with blankets. 
Tonight many guests are expected and 
they will be given the same sort of accom- 
modation as was accorded the lone stranger, 
last night. Like him, each will have to pay 
10 cents. If they haven’t the money, they 
will be given work to do to earn the 
amount, for the Salvation Army people 
say absolutely nothing will be given away. 


‘Such charity, in their opinion, does more 


harm than good. All who sleep or eat at * 
the home will be allowed, even forced, to 
preserve their self-respect by paying for 
the accommodation, either in money or in 
labor. 

“Which plan,” says Adjutant Price, who 
is in charge, ‘‘also operates so as to make 
the institution self-supporting, once it tis 
fairly started.”’ : 

But, the truth to say, the home is not yet 
on its feet. 

An old brick building at 143 Marietta 
street has been rented and fitted up for the 
home. Some forty single beds made of iron 


‘and fitted with thick and comfortable mat- 


tresses and blankets, have been installed 
on the upper floor. For each bed there is 
a locker in which the sleepers can stow 
their clothing. ‘ 

On the lower floor a living room for Ad- 
jutant .Price and his assistant, a reading 
and smoking room for the guests, bath- 
rooms,, a dining room and a kitchen have 
been arranged. 

This is one of the five institutions of its 
kind in the world. The others have been 
in operation long enough now to prove 
themselves a practical, seif-supporting 
charity, and no doubt is entertained by Ad- 
jutant Price and his co-laborers that once 
the home here is fairly started it will main- 
tain itself and perhaps clear some money. 
And this, too, in the face of the fact that it 
is contemplated to reduce the price for a 
night’s lodging and breakfast the next 
morning to 10 cents. At present 10 cents is 
charged for the lodging and 10 cents for 


‘each meal. ‘ 
Of course it will be impossible to furnish, { 


a very elaborate biil of fare for this sum, 
but a substantial and nourishing assort- 
ment of food can be set before the guests 
for the 10 cents charged—or even for half 
of that amount, For breakfast it is the idea 
of Adjutant Price to serve a large Lowl of 
oatmeal and milk, a Jarge mug of coffee 
or tea, as preferred, and bread and butter. 
For dinner, soup and meat affd potatoes and 
some other seasonaDdle vegetable and coffee 
will be served. Supper will be something 
like breakfast. 

The money so far. expended upon the 
home has been raised entirely in Atlanta, 
and it has come from the greatest variety 
of people. A ROman,. Catholic priest, for 
instance, made a personal contribution; 
so also did a local whisky firm and an un- 
known lady stopped one of the Salvation 
Army solaiers and presented thim with $10 
to be put into the fund. The various 
cnurches of the town, huwever, contributed 
the major portion wf the amount. 

Adjutant Price is now endeavoring to 
raise the remaining $450 necessary to the 
successful inauguration of the work of 
lodging and feeding the human flotsam and 
jetsam cast into Atlanta. He states that 
as yet but medicore success has attended 
his efforts. About a week ago, however, 
he sent out @ strong appeal to some 500 
citizens, and though as yet there have been 
only two or three responses, he hopes more 
wil follow. 

In the event this amount is raised, a 
woodyard and an employment bureau will 
be started in connection with the home, 
and these two features, he thinks, will add 
greatiy towards making it pay its own ex- 
penses. 

As yet everything is not in perfect order 
at the home. It is expected, however, 
that Ly Sunday all detaiis will have been 
perfected and the work started as fully as 
tne present equipment permits.

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CINDERELLA OF CHINA

Ten years ago Tessie Donohue was the 
best locking girl in al] Chinatown, but ten 
years is-a long time and things have chang- 
ed since then. 

Timé was when Tessie was in demand as 
a@ mode! for painters, and once the Artist 
Chase made a sketch cof her in oils that 
was the talk of the New York ateliers for 
montis. She had that peculiar mother-of- 
pearl pallor of the poverty-bred children 
of the slums, but nc maiden of high degree 
é€ver possessed a more aristocr..tic nose or 
more beautiful hair and eyes. 

Tessie’s father was us circus clown and 
her mother. a professional strong woman 
Who swung heavy weights in her teeth 
and broke stones with her fists to the de- 
light of the patrons of a @ime museum on 
the Bowery. Their home was a set of two 
miserable rooms on Pell street, an? it was 
here in the very heart of Chinatown, the 
fountain-head of crime, that Tessie was 
born’ and reared. 

Her parents drank, quarreled and fought 
at home, but they loved each other in a 
Way peculiar to their class. The clown 
beat his wife at regular intervals, because 
he was a coward, ard she loved him tor 
his brutal treatment, for to her it smacked 
of courage. 

It was the wonder of the denizens of 
Chinatown how such a delicate and lovely 
girl as Tessie could come of such parents. 
Some even hinted darkly that if the truth 
were known there might be a great mys- 
tery hidden under the roof of the Donohue 
home. But there were those wha remem- 
bered a cold winter’s night, when the win- 
dows of the flat had been closed and the 
curtains drawn. It was a puzzle, but no 
mystery. 

Tessie would have been’Cinderella in her 
home, if there had been any cinders in the 
hearth—but there were none—for she did 
the drudgery of housekeeping by day quite 
alone in her rags. At night it was differ- 
ent. Then it was that, dressed in blue tar- 
latan, she filled the part of the fairy Cin- 
derella in a pantomime. At night she min- 
gled with kings and stately courtiers, fairies 
and hideous monsters—masterpieces of the 
property man’s genius. 

At home these fairies and monstera came 
to her in her father’s wild debauches and 
her mother’s wretchedness. She did not 
Know, poor child, that all was fiction and 
make-believe at the theater. Even after 
they had thrown aside their costumes, the 
fairies and great personages of the panto- 
mime retained their power over her. The 
vast area behind the scenes, with its ropes 


and traps and mysterious machinery, was 
enchanting to her. : 

But the older Tessie grew and the more 
intelligent, submissive and sweet, the more 
did her parents persecute her. When she 
was fifteen they seemed to have no other 
idea concerning her than that she should 
be tormented. There seemed no mercy 
for the poor, beautiful] girl, but into her 
heart at this time crept the last hope of 
the unfortunate and the illusion of the 
profoundly wounded: Love. 

But the object of her affection! Gustavus 
was his impossible name, and he was the 
Mephisto of the pantomime. On the stage 
he was handsome and attractive, bedecked 


with diamonds that were paste, and emer- 
alds that were glass. On the street he was 
pock-marked, almost bald and a wreck at» 
the age of twenty-seven. 

Tessie thought him both beautiful and 
brave, and was profoundly jealous of the 
princess and the fairies in the play when 
they spoke to him. She saw him kneel be- 
fore beautiful women who trembied with 
emotion—as they had been instructed to 
do by the stage manager—and listened with 
rapt attention to the wonderful love phras- 
es that he murmured in a persuasive voice. 

But she kept her thoughts to herself and 
her secret was discovered quite by acci- 
dent. Her eyes betrayed her. One evening 
when Gustavus, in the midst of the play, 
was calling upon the demons of @arkness 
to assist him, and in the light of the flames 
that burst out of the stage floor in answer 
to his command, he saw Tessie watching 
him from the wings with an expression 
that could not be mistaken by a man old 
in debauchery.

But 
Gustavus knew not what love was, or he 
would have saved himself useless work. 

From the very first moment Tessie was 
his, body and soul, and she would have fol- 
lowed him to the end of the world without 
as much as asking: “Do you love me?” 
Such is the love of woman, Once he kissed 
her, and she went home from the theater 
that night with heaven in her heart. 

He walked home nightly with her after 
the performance, and with joy in her soul 
she leaned lovingly on his arm. The hope 
of meeting him at night made of her room 
a paradise. Time passe@ and the begin- 
ning of the end came, 

She became Gustavus’s disdained victim, 
and she found in him the counterpart of 
her brutal father. One morning at re- 
hearsal the wire thread that held her sus- 
pended from the flies snapped, and she fell 
to the stage. As she lay on the floor with 
a broken arm she saw Gustavus, who 
should have been at her side, whispering 
words of love in her ear, lean over and 
kiss another girl whom she detested. The 
girl looked at the little figuy: on the floor 
and smiled at Gustavus. He smiled in 
return. 


Tessie went to the bad after she was 
released from the hospital, and the dives 
of Chinatown were her haunts. That was 
ten long years ago, and she was beautiful. 
‘Late hours and opium have made. her a 
wreck of her former self; and now she is 
but one of the hags of the ‘‘Bend.”’ 

Guides point her out to visitors to China- 
town as one of the old-time belles, and for 
a piece of silver she will relate her story. 
It is not an unusual story and only one of 
many. 

“Why @o I smoke opium?” she says in 
surprise, “‘Oh, when I ‘hit the pipe’ I am
